The burglar waits until the moon 
is down, not so much because he wishes 
to esoape being recognized as because 
he fears the light And so also feloni- 
ous aets and purposes seek darkness be- 
cause it and they are congenial, and be- 
cause publicity tends inevitably to de- 
feat them.

WAgHDKMON, Ang. 6.—The hypoc- 


risy of the democratic party, in profes- 
sing to be in favor of. a "fair.eonnt and 
free ballot," wan plainly illustrated in 
the recent election in Alabama.
